ancellor of Germany Writes an Introduction 


When I first learned that the editors of Lire were preparing this spe- 
cial issue on Germany and were attempting, even within the neces- 
sarily limited scope of several dozen pages, to bring the American 
people into a closer understanding of some aspects of my country, I 
was most heartened. For in these tense times, when America and 
Germany find themselves, after a long period of war and enforced mis- 
understanding, facing a common danger and the same crisis of surviv- 
al, it is imperative that they know one another. For the times are in- 
deed perilous and the forces which would divide us most persistent. 

Thave before me an Atlas of World History, published in Germany 
in 1953. Its maps show the territorial changes which have come from 
historic developments, especially from wars [see Struggle to Become 
a Nation, p. 14]. It shows, much more directly than does written his- 
tory, where tensions on this globe have led to catastrophes. For, after 
all, every war is hasically a catastrophe. 

It is a book which gives rise to serious thought. ‘The maps show 
alarmingly how freedom in Europe is being pushed back farther and 
farther by the colossus of Russian Communism. That area of the 


Europe-Asia land mass in which freedom still prevails has become 
frighteningly small in Europe since Russia’s power reached the Elbe. 


The maps show another thing with convincing clarity: the still- 
free peoples of the world can deter the advance of Communism only 
by adam, mutually erected by them all. 

Germany stands in the center of this dam. If this center does not 
resist every Communist pressure, there will be no halting the Com- 
munist flood. It will sweep over the whole of Europe. 

The task of Germany—her historic task—is to help build this dam. 
She has become aware of this task. Germany knows what it means to 
be a Russian satellite, and she knows that the occidental culture 
which has flowered on a Christian foundation must be saved [Resur- 
gence of German Faith by Bishop Hanns Lilje, p. 115]. 

Every European ought to know what it means to live in a satellite 
state, Then he would know that the little sovereignty he must sacri- 
fice to construct this European dam is nothing in comparison to what 
he will lose if the flood rolls on. And he would certainly know that 
for Europe as a whole as well as for every individual European 
country there is only an either/or: either the European countries 
join together to form one unity or they will perish. There is no 


third alternative [A European Year of Destiny, p. 166]. The inte- 
gration of Europe is the goal of our time. 

When talking recently to a statesman who is a friend of mine, I 
encountered the view that Germany is striving for European Defense 
Community and European Payments Union so ardently because she 

yes not yet have a peace treaty and is hoping to get one in this way. 
I told him that he had a total misconception of the situation and of 
Germany’s sentiments. I could think of other ways by which Ger- 
many could obtain a peace treaty. But what would a peace treaty 
benefit Germany if Europe became Russian? 

We in Germany have other great tasks to fulfill as well: repair of 
war damage is o Despite everything that has already been done

With- 
out both the outer and inner consolidation of Germany, without a Gi 
man contribution to the dam which will protect us all, there is no pos- 
sibility for France to preserve her own freedom and her own culture. 


At all times of history there have been pacts and alliance: 
development of weapons—if one can still call the atom and hyd 
bombs weapons—forces the nations of the world to seek a way 
will give security to all. Germany supports all endeavors to reach 
this g [he Germans have seen war in all its atrocity in the 
country. Never before in their long history have the German ps 
had such a yearning for peace, peace for all, as in these times. They 
desire to serve this cause from a deep and honest conviction, from 
an inner feeling of obligation.

But when will this “one day” be? Naturally, we all desire that it 
may come soon. However, the day will not be tomorrow. In the mean- 
time, while our world experiences deep tensions, we free nations must 
keep our nerves steadier than ever and this will only be possible if we 
overcome our fears. We shall accomplish this to the extent that we 
feel strong, and we shall be strong if we stand together. 

And what will come then? I believe in the following: once the pres- 
ent crisis has long been overcome, then the desired community of the 
West will continue to exist as a living example of practical good neigh- 
borliness, at first only in the West but in time possibly throughout 
the world. We have the right and the duty to establish this allegiance, 
not only now for the purpose of mutual defense, but also in the f 
ture—and indeed for all time—for the mutual promotion of th 
Is which make life worth living. Only in peace can man develop 
his personality in freedom. Only a free personality can continue to 
develop in service to himself, to his loved ones, and strive for a fuller 
life, for a deeper belief in his God. 

These thoughts may seem lofty and all too encompassing, but one 

forgive a man who is no longer young when he visualizes world 
historical developments which perhaps reach beyond his own span 
of life. All of us, whether young or old, have the right to strive 
these possibilities, provided we have the courage to plan and to wor 
for them, Our desires for the coming years and for the next genera- 
tion begin with what we do today.

FUROR TEUTONCUS? 
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IF HISTORY CAN CHANGE CHARACTER OF A NATION, GERMANY’S IS A BETTER BET 


Reading about healthy, hopeful Germany te e 
forget that twice in the last 40 years Americans and Ger- 
mans have not only fought and killed but hated each other. 
In 1917 in the U.S. dachshunds were ostracized, Beethoven 
was boycotted and the houses of Americans with German 
names were painted yellow. In 1941-45 some Americans 
seriously argued whether all German males should be ste 
lized; even more seriously, whether the German nat uld 
be partitioned and its industry r.

The Senate’s Army-McCarthy hearings last 
week were almost wholly concerned with a 
photograph. In one version, given Committee 
Counsel Ray Jenkins by McCarthy aides, the 
photograph showed Army Secretary Stevens 
alone with Pvt. G. David Schine, once a Me- 
Carthy consultant. Introduced as evidence, it 
lent credence to charges Stevens had been soft 
on Schine in order to “buy off” McCarthy's 
investigation at Fort Monmouth. A second 
version, introduced by Army Counsel Joseph 
Welch, showed a third figure with Stevens and 
Schine, Air Force Colonel Jack T. Bradley. 
Welch charged the first version had been de- 
liberately “doctored.” After hours and hours 
of hearings McCarthy Aide James Juliana said 
he had ordered the picture cropped because he 
“was under the impression” Jenkins wanted 
“only” Stevens and Schine in it. The total tes- 
timony about this one picture came to roughly 
80,000 words and the full picture actually 
showed McCarthy Aide Francis Carr as well.

Marine Colonel Frank H. Schwable, 
who falsely confessed to germ warfare 
while a POW in Korea, was freed of 
direct disciplinary action after a spe- 
cial board (LIFE, March 1) found Com- 
munist conditioning applied to Schwa- 
ble “inevitably” led to collapse of will, 
insanity or death.

Reds have a bonfire in Canberra 


Russia having severed all diplomatic relations 
over the Petrov episode (LiFE, May 3), Soviet 
diplomats in Canberra made a bonfire of papers 
so big that the nearby Japanese embassy called 
the fire department. Then the Russians left, 
after having turned garden hoses on Austral- 
ians who peeked in at them. En route to the 
airport the L1-car Russian convoy was chased 
by the defected MVD agent Vladimir Petrov’s 
Alsatian dog, which howled piteously in a plea 
to go along. But the dog suffered from guilt by 
association and the Russians ignored it.

congregations, find food, clothing and shelter. But more acute 
than all these was a spiritual problem. We felt, as though it were 
a blow, the impact of the Western world’s moral indignation. At 
first it came as a stunning surprise. I remember distinctly the 
shock of some of my fellow prisoners when a legal officer of the 
American Army, who personally was very kind and courteous to 
us, said one day, “Of course we appreciate the fact that you have 
opposed Hitler. But you will have to understand that we consider 
every one of you guilty of what has happened and you will have 
to share the fate of your whole nation.” To many of us it seemed 
preposterous that in spite of our personal opposition and suffering 
we should be counted among those who shared the collective 
guilt of our nation. 

Then slowly the news spread, slowly but with growing insist- 
ence, of what had happened in the concentration camps, of what 
had happened to the Jews, of other atrocities. When occasional- 
ly we had heard stories of this kind during the Nazi days, they 
seemed so incredible that even the most implac able German ene- 
mies of the Nazis refused to believe them. But now statis were 
produced on the numbers who had perished in the camps, figures 
so high that at first the mind rebelled and refused to accept them. 
‘Aud phutograptirers pablighel ghowagiwhanlthetsnraskinglAle 
lied troops had seen, pictures which at first the im 
fused to comprehend. 

It was difficult, even well nigh impossible, to form any kind of 
sane judgment, moral or otherwise. Consider the concept of col- 
lective guilt. How to explain it to the former inmates of the con- 
centration camps, who were still wearing with pride, during th 
first days of freedom, their striped prison clothes. They were telling 
their tragic stories—and asking for compensation. I think now that 
the outside world did not appreciate how little it was possible to 

~ full scope of our problem as Germans. Newspapers no long- 
»xisted; there was no real-contaet with the rest of the world; 
re were not even any moral standards by which the nation could 

y to understand its situation. The country had just witnessed 
ae complete breakdown of a system which had tried to force a new 
ideology upon-the people. Though this ideology had.not gone too 
deeply intorthe souls and minds of the people, it had nevertheless 
occupied the public scene, and the old moral standards had been 
obscured. 

Our church came forward to meet this situation. The “Confes- 
sing Church” of the resistance days was reborn as the Evangelical 
Church in Germany and we were the only group which spoke out 
on the moral dilemma of postwar Germany. 

I remember how a number of Protestant leaders came from 
France, from Holland, Britain and other Allied countries to Stutt- 
gart to attend the first regular meeting of the Evangelical Council 
in the fall of 1945. In all frankness our visitors asked the ques- 
tion that was in everybody’s mind outside of Germany: Do you re- 
alize what your nation has done to the world? 

In their climb to power the Nazis had capitalized on the so-called 
war-guilt clause of the Versailles treaty and many Germans nat- 
urally felt reluctant to renew that sort of discussion. But there 
not the slightest desire on our part to deny what had happened or 
to speak lightly of it. We decided that we should be concerned with

our sins and not the sins of others. In our public statement at that 
meeting at Stuttgart we as the Evangelical Church accepted the 
blame for not having acted more courageously, for not having 
prayed more fervently and for not having worked more realistically. 

Tt was the Christian atmosphere at the Stuttgart meeting which 
made it possible for such a statement to be made. And it was in a 
Christian spirit that these words were a ted, The representative 
of the Church of Holland, who himself had been a hostage and had 
suffered at the hands of the Gestapo, said, “Who suffered most can 
forgive most.” I remember my friend Pierre Maury saying, “We 
know that it must have been hard for you to speak such a word. 
But we assure that you have done the Christian thing, for 
the poison of the Hitler-mentality has affected all those who had 
to suffer under him. This is the greatest moral danger. By your 
frank statement you have made free our way also, Therefore we 
thank you. 

I must add that many Germans could not at once bring them- 
selves to share the stand taken by the Evangelical Council. Many 
people realized their personal guilt and some saw clearly how far 
their own attitude had helped bring about the events of the past. 
I know of a number of people who really repented for having par- 
ticipated in the Nazi movement and for having misled their stu- 
dents, their constituency or whatever broader circles they may 
have influenced. There were such persons in the church too. Most 
of them found their way back to clear Christian principles. We 
would not have been a Christian church if we had not done every 
thing we could for those who sincerely repented and honestly 
tried to make a new start. 

As I look back upon the nine years that have elapsed, I feel that 
the atmosphere of a more stabilized society, such as we live in 
tod necessary for effective self-examination on moral issues 
We are still very much in the midst of such self-examination and 
only recently have resumed the discussion of Germany's responsi- 
bility for the whole Nazi period. For example, not long ago, we 
organized a conference for journalists on the simple theme o 
“Hitler.” Most of the best-known journalists of present-day Ger- 
many took part. Among them were men who had fought Hitler and 
men who had supported him: those who had seen quite clearly 
what was wrong and those who had labored under certain illusions, 
even if they were personally sincere. 

In our discussions we tried to uncover the historical reasons 
for the rise of Hitler in the shortcomings of the bourgeois as well 
as the socialists in the years preceding his rise to power. We agreed 
that after a totalitarian regime has come into power it is almost 
impossible to bring about its collapse from within. We showed 
that many people who never took an active part in Nazi activities 
may still have paved the way for the Nazis by neglecting the philo- 
sophical and religious issues involved. A vehement ideology like 
the Nazis’ called for an equally strong conviction on the part of 
those whose duty it was to oppose them. But if people showed 
little regard for fundamental convictions on ethical and religious

matters they inevitably found themselves one day unable to under- 
stand the meaning of freedom or the value of human life, mercy 
and the respect of one’s fellow man. 

Even under the pressures of a totalitarian regime there is left 
an area, though a limited one, in which the individual has free- 
dom to make decisions. And those of us who realize this are willing 
to accept their share of the guilt. 

There were many people who exercised courageously their lim- 
ited freedom to make decisions under the Nazis and I cannot fail 
to salute them here. I think of the days when the so-called non- 
Aryans were forced to wear a yellow star to identify them as Jews. 
‘The idea was, of course, to make it impossible for others to a: 
ate with them and it was strictly forbidden to admit them into an 
public place. Some of these people were members of congregations 
I served and they continued to attend our services. When Holy 
Communion was celebrated they also came forward to receive the 
Sacrament. All those who communed with them were fully aware 
that they were guilty of breaking a Nazi law and could expect 
heavy punishment. I do not remember a single person stepping 
back. And I do not remember a case in which one of our pastors 
ever thought of turning these people away. 

Nine years have passed since those terrible days. The church 
has had a full opportunity to share in the rebirth of the nation 
that has taken place in that time and done its part to meet the 
challenge of the changing times. Now there are new trials 
We find ourselves in a period of heady economic expansion, a 
swift recovery which is not entirely turning out to the spiritual 
advantage of Western Germany. A silent and mostly unconscious 
lism is making itself felt here and there, and a new moral 
uusness will be needed to keep the Christian spirit of sac- 
rifice and love alive. 

I do not think that the church which has faced honestly the 
problem of the German past can fail to meet the challenge of the 
future, Our sense of mission is stronger than ever. 

I recall a meeting which took place a few years ago in the hug 
stadium which Hitler built in Berlin for the Olympic Games of 
1936 and in which he often harangued a demoniac crowd of hun- 
dreds of thousands, For the church meeting a huge cross had been 
erected where once the swastika stood. Three hundred thousand 
people had come to Berlin from East and West Germany. And 
where the hoarse voice of the dictator had once poured frenzied 
invective through the loudspeakers the hymns and prayers of 
Christians rose on the air.

IN MODERN STYLE 


Faced with a prodigious rebuilding job, German architects at war’s end 
looked forward—as the artists did (preceding pages)—to working in the 
modern styles which Hitler had forbidden. They were handicapped, how- 
ever, not only by an acute scarcity of materials but by the apathy of 
civic officials and laymen who resisted modern architectural designs and 
in many cases advocated a return to the safe styles of the 19th Century. 

This aversion to the modern was a paradox in the country which had 
been the center of advanced architectural ideas. Between 1919 and 1933 
some of the world’s leading architects—Walter Gropius, Miés van der 
Rohe, Marcel Breuer—were at work at Germany's famous Bauhaus (lit- 
erally “building house”), a school where revolutionary concepts of ar- 
chitectural and industrial design were put forward. Most of the Bauhaus 
leaders left Germany for the U.S. when Hitler came to power. But many 
of their disciples remained and now have come to the fore. Working with 
concrete, glass and steel which today are available, they are building 
modern theaters, factories, stations, stores and homes, New apartments, 
like the looming rectangles above, are a further answer to the tremen- 
dous housing shortage, aftermath of the wartime destruction of five mil- 
lion homes, which still plagues the country. Along with the painters and 
sculptors, the architects are devoting special attention to rebuilding the 
war-torn churches whose former traditional contours are being recast 
in the inventive geometric styles which reflect Germany's modern spirit.

A EUROPEAN YEAR 
OF DESTINY 


Convinced that now is the time to create a united and free continent, 


an old man steadfastly guides the new Germany toward this old idea 
by EMMET JOHN HUGHES 


For this issue Staff Writer Emmet John Hughes returned for the first 
time in five years to a country he has known very well. As chief of the 
Tiwe-Lire Bureau in Berlin, he had previously spent 18 months in post- 
war Germany. Now, to probe beneath the bright surface of an economi- 


cally resurgent nation, Hughes covered Germany from the Bavarian Alps 
to the North Sea, visiting both East and West Berlin and such disparate 


locations as cabarets in Munich, foundries in the Ruhr and Palais Schaum- 
burg, Konrad Adenauer's chancellery. Besides Adenauer, Hughes talked 


with e , Socialists, Christian Democrats, government officials on all 
levels, small-town priests, foreign diplomats, workers, businessmen, refuu- 


gees and students. After niore than 5,000 miles of travel and countless in- 
terviews, he wrote this analysis of the new Germany in its year of destiny. 


NE quiet mo of March just nine years ago, the U.S. 9th 

Armored Di e into the little town of Rhéndorf, slum- 
bering fitfully on the east bank of the Rhine. The lead tank fired 
three shells in the general direction of an old gentleman in overalls 
and straw hat working among the cherished rose plants in his gar- 
den, The old gardener threw himself to the earth, startled and bruised 
but nothing more. 

This was the way World War II and the Nazi night came to an end 
for Konrad Adenauer. Born in the age of Bismarck, past 40 when 
Kaiser Wilhelm fell and the Weimar Republic was born, driven by 
the Nazis from his office as mayor of Cologne, der Alte (as his peo- 
ple have come to call him) was to begin a new life at the f 69. 
As he pulled himself up from the thorns of his garden, his country 
was soon to rise from the weeds of its ruins. Together they were to 
create a new Germany. 

“When you fall from the heights as we Germans have, 
headed chancellor of Germany h aid, “you realize it y 
to break with what has been.

$3.5 billion. There was the drastic confiscatory currency reform of 
1948, the very basis of all recovery—and, be it noted, an Occupation 
action which no German (or any other) parliament could have had 
the political audacity to enact freely. There were hundreds of thou- 
sands of German PWs returning from Russia to inspire hatred of Bol- 
shevism that has destroyed the German Communist party. There was 
—even to begin with—an industrial plant whose wartime expansion 
had bee 1 under bombing that its capacity at war's end 
approximately equaled what it had been in 1939, And there was—to 

nd with—"the old man”; the tight-lipped man with steady gray-blue 
eyes, steady convictions, a steady will to scorn the carping of any na-

Such national psychoanalysis aside, the American finds Germany 
today a land of matchless paradox and savage irony. Here is the 
nation which so fiercely warred upon all Europe—where today 
the dream of peaceful European unity commands more loyalty than 
among the millions who fought to save Europe from Nazism.

Here is the land of Von Moltke (“War is a link in God’s order 
of the world”) where today some thoughtful patriotic Germans 
warn their American friends not to give German generals too 
much authority. And here, of course, are the people who have 
been told by stern Western judges that they must—in the span of 
a few swift years—l) gladly demilitarize and 2) swiftly rearm. 

Other paradoxes and conflicts do not turn merely on the colos- 
sal vagaries of world politics. This is a divided people. But the 
world sees Germany divided simply by looking at a map. The Ger- 
man sees Germany divided by looking at himself. 

Some of these harsh dividing lines are the unwilled sears of 


history, some the ugly marks of past evil, some the biting doubts 
of the present. Local loyalties here have an intensity barely com- 
prehensible in other lands: Prussians of Bismarck’s time could 


snarl that the Bavarian is “the missing link between an Austrian 
and a human being” and Rhinelanders and Bavarians alike have 
retorted ever since that the Berlin they hate is “a city where the 
monkeys still swing from the trees.” In religion West Germany 
division is almost even between Catholics and Protestants. This 
fact, unique in Europe, generates the self-conscious phrases, “He's 
a Catholic” or “He's a Protestant,” used as almost identifying 
suffixes after the mention of any German’s name. 

There is the division that turns on a date seared into the mod- 
ern memory of Germany: July 20, 1944. On that day men who 
possessed in common nothing but bravery and love of freedom 
brought to futile climax years of plotting to murder their head 
of state. They included generals, honored civil servants, labor 
leaders, ambassadors, aristocrats, Protestant and Catholic leader: 
They died for their belated pains. But one thing, at least, has 
lived after them: the anguished debate in the mind of Germany 
—were they heroes, were they traitors? Thousands will lustily 
answer, “Heroes,” other thousands cry, “No!” The truth is that 
the conscience of Germany has not decided. And when, in the 
German army that is about to be reborn, officers who fought to 
the bitter end and officers who strove to assassinate Hitler once 
again meet in a new common cause, how sincerely shall they 
now salute one another? 

All this suggests why foreigners find thi 
so awesome and in some ways baffling. Its de 
things of the spirit. “All our political questions,” one German 
official remarked to me, “are really moral questions. I am weary 
of the debate of technicians as to whether or not the 12 German 
divisions can seriously stop Russi ression. Only one thing 
matters: we must prove we care enough for freedom to be willing 
to pay the highest sacrifice for it. We have paid as much for so 
much less in the past.”

RE the Germans penitent about this past? Obliquely or direct-

The weakening Socialists 


ISMAYING as all this is, it is largely understandable to all ex- 

cept those who expected a legion of democratic leaders to rise 
from the ruin of Germany in a year and a day. Less understandable 
has been the frivolous failure of the German Left. 

When the Social Democrats, headed by Erich Ollenhauer, filed 
into the Bundestag last October to take their 151 seats, a foreign 
observer in the gallery remarked, “They look whipped. They look 
like anything but a vigorous opposition.” The prophecy could 
not have been more precise. 

Eight postelection months have now passed which were to wit- 
ness that internal reform and rejuvenation which so many young 
Socialists demanded. But in the last week of this March, the Party 
Executive Committee issued its latest policy paper: it was an 
obituary for the hopes of SPD reformers, reaffirming the stale 
Marxist clichés that have proved empty of appeal to the German 
voter. Today most Germans agree that another election would see 
the Socialists lose still more ground. 

The political base of German socialism is, of course, organized 
labor, and the peculiar character of German unions explains much 
of the SPD’s lack of vigor and imagination. Not in organization, 
political power or rank-and-file spirit does German trade unionism 
bear any serious resemblance to its American counterpart. Collec- 
tive bargaining as known in the U.S. scarcely exists in Germany 
while the American worker looks to his local to fight for his griev- 
ances, the German looks to the workers’ council of his plant, 
which naturally thinks in the narrow terms of the individual 
factory’s problems.

‘This state of mind demands that 
the unions amass fabulous financial reserves and it conspires to 
make the unions as rich as banks, just as militant and not much 
closer to their worker 

None of this means that German unionism is venal or craven. 
It does mean that these unions are not the citadels of democracy, 
lusty and independent, which an American might hope for or ex- 
pect. And it also means that they themselves lack the political vig- 
or so pitifully missing from German socialism. 

From the somber gray of Bonn’s conservatism to the cloudy 
torpor of the German left, the political panorama of the new Ger- 
many seems less than glittering. 

Does this mean that there is nothing new in this Germany? It, 
in fact, means nothing of the kind. The truth is that there are two 
very new things in this new Germany. One is an old man, who is 
chancellor. The other is an old idea, which is Europe. 

How profoundly new both these things are can swiftly be seen 
by quickly measuring the political and emotional distance between 
Germany after 1945 and Germany after 1918. The years after 1918 
were a time when men like Center Leader Matthias Erzberger and 
Foreign Minister Walter Rathenau were slain in the streets by the 
bullets of nationalist assassins, enraged by their dealings with the 
Western powers. They were years when boys in German schools 
were taught to sing: "Siegreich woll’n wir Frankreich schlagen, 
sterben als ein tapfrer Held ...° (“In victory we shall conquer 
France and bravely die as hero 

Today’s contrast could scarcely be more complete. There is 
indisputable evidence of the indifference of German youth to all 
ancient nationalist cries and even to present rearmament. There 
was one striking example last fall when the senior class of one 
of Germany's finest boarding schools wrote its theme on whether 
or not there was anything worth dying for. Not one answered in 
terms of Vaterland. As for France: it enjoys tremendous popu- 
larity. French plays are assured of full houses and furious applause. 
Translations of French books have hit an alltime high in num- 
ber and success. 

This striking popular reaction to national defeat has been but 
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the first telling mark of the new Germany. There are othe! 
meaningful for Europe’s future. They are:

‘The fear that this moment can be lost is the shape of the darkest 
cloud which Adenauer saw in the skies of his beloved Rhineland 
as the new year of 1954 began. In the anxious language of a friend, 
a confidant of “the old man” describes this moment in his life 
simply: “He knows his Germans. He knows so well how fragile 
their democracy still is. He knows there is none to take his place. 
He knows his own So to see the Germany of which he dreams 
firmly set on its course and the Europe in which he believes com- 
ing to real life—is it any wonder that der Alte is a man in a hurry?” 

“There is probably no sharper, greater truth than this to be heard 
in Germany today. Next to the roses over which he was bending 
when he was interrupted by the U.S. 9th Armored Division nine 
years ago, der Alte has of late grown most fond of fine old clocks. 
Two such handsome antiques grace his large office in Bonn’s Palais 
Schaumburg. None of his friends know if this reflec ts a curious 
attachment coming with the of 78 years—as if the tight- 
lipped old statesman envisioned himself in a kind of defiant duel 
with time itself. But it suggests at least one thing: awareness that 
the Germany he leads is, with himself, living on borrowed time. 

Two years have now tortuously passed since the Western na- 
tions—led by France—initialed the documents outlining a united 
defense for a united Europe. The French National Assembly has 
yet to begin di: ratification of this action. Last March the 
Brussels conference of European ministers, scheduled to continue 
deliberations on the European Political Community, was indefi- 
nitely postponed—at French insistence. Thus Adenauer and all 
he stands for are in effect prisoners of the most erratically governed 
of the world’s great powers. 

Meanwhile “the old man,” with his clocks in the Palais Schaum- 
burg, waits. Before him the question mark of time slowly grows 
vivid, edging on urgency. How many more months can pass before 
he hears the rumble of popular disillusion with all his grand talk 
of the Western alliance, the European community, the united 
Christian West? How long can he restrain the restive factions 
within his own party by the verbal trick he has so often used—the 
assurance of “confidential information” that France is about to 
act? How long will it be—in this heartland of the continent open to 
the winds of East and West—before the shape and meaning of 
the word “unity” change once again to signify not the unity of 
Europe but simply the unity of Germany?

The fateful dialog 


HIS is the question—not the simple matter of military de- 
fenses—that echoes so deep and far into German history. For 
this is but the latest—and who can say not the critical?—response 
in the centuries-old spiritual dialog between East and West that is 
German history. This fateful dialog that has sp fan ee thscidacs 
world sometimes in terms of diplomatic intrigue, sometimes in 
terms of military alliances, has always been so much more than a 
mere show of Teutonic political cunning. It has been the confused 
voice of the German people themselves, their minds divided by his- 
tory itself. Back to the age of Rome, this dialog echoes, when the 
Empire's limes divided “Germany” to embrace only the Western 
half; back to the age of the growth of medieval towns, when free 
cities and relatively free peasants became marks of the West, leav- 
ing the East to become a land of German colonizers, subju 
Slavs and shackled p + back to th e of the Reformation, 
when the religious revolt from Rome dug deeper still the ancient 
sears of div back to the age of Napoleon, when the constitu- 
tional ideas of France found root in his Confederation of the 
Rhine, while he waged fatal war with Prussia; back to the revolu- 
tions of 1848, when the liberal constitution-makers of Frankfurt 
offered a crown to the king of Pru: and were spurned; back to 
Bismarck whose personal genius could create not a nation of slow, 
sustained historic growth like France but could contrive a political 
empire that was the creature of Prussi 

In the crash of that empire after 1918, the echoes of German 
history's fierce dialog grew shrill. Prussian generals urged rejection 
of the terms of Versailles: let the Allies seize W estern Germany, 
for Prussia would rise again—and what else mattered? Rhenish 
separatists (and a mayor of Cologne named Konrad Adenauer was 
one of their sympathizers) retorted by conspiring with France in 
abortive efforts to create an independent state. And in the darkness 
of defeat that came after 1918, Walter Rathenau issued a lament 
that rings like a fantastic prophecy of things to come three decades 
later: "Subtract Prussia from Germany, and what remains? A kind 
of Austria, a clerical Republic, a comfortable confederation of the

Rhine. It will be treated rather well, along with its stepbrothers 
and stepsisters, Alsace, Luxembourg, Belgium and Holland. . 
The center of gravity of Germany has moved 300 kilometers to the 
west, back into its medieval position. It is de-Prussianized. 

Thus has history conspired, age upon age, to fashion that divi- 
sion of Germany which in every century has been proclaimed as 
the fear of one kind of German patriot, the dream of another. In 
the light of all this, is it any wonder that some men think that now, 
in this mid-20th Century, history has conspired with an old man 
to make possible the birth of a kind of Europe never so brightly 
envisioned since Charlemagne? 

Der Alte these days has little time for such historic fancies. 
Problems of the moment press too close: to the west, the vacilla- 
tion of France; to the east, a Soviet policy for the first time in 
years moving with dispatch and purpose. The mock “German” 
government of the Soviet zone can be ridiculed as a silly masquer- 
ade only by diplomats far enough away not to have to face the im- 
mediate problems it presents. But soon there may be “German” 
ambassadors from Soviet Germany accredited in capitals like Hel- 
sinki and New Delhi. Soon the “German Democratic Republic” can 
begin issuing with drumbeat monotony its series of appeals to 
Bonn to confer and discuss its brand of unity. And—who knows? 
—a bold enough Soviet policy might dare to propose recogn 
of the Bonn government itself while the Western powers fave 
it still withhold its sovereignty. It is a narrow belt of land, this 
West's Germany, no bigger than New York and Pennsylvania; and 
it is a narrow, narrow line that its stiff-backed leader must walk. 

I spent an hour with him one evening recently. The big desk in 
the spacious office is almost bare but for a silver inkstand (a gift 
from the Italian government) and a little vase of yellow tulips. 
Upon a table near the desk are the warmly inscribed photographs 
of the Free World’s leaders. 

The old man looks very old indeed. The lines of the stern face 
are a web spun by age and fatigue. An aide who was with us told 
me later that he had never seen him so steadily serious. 

He talked with the simple candor that is the only language 
known to him, in the soft voice that disdains all melodrama, He 
is too stubbornly courageous to say less than: “I still believe it 
will all come about. I still believe that Europe will be.” But when 
I asked if he feared this to be a time of crisis for his country’s 
world policy, he had to say, “No, not for Germany but for Europe

Rupprecht, Crown Prince of Bavaria, Count Palatine of the Rhine 
and Duke of Franconia and Swabia, is a German museum piece, though 
a remarkably spry one, At 85 he still rules his palace, now owned by the 
state, hunts deer in the mountains, takes a knowing interest in the arts 
statesman to several political parties, More than 

‘onifies a bygone era when his family of Wittels- 
bach kings, who ruled Bavaria for 738 years, dotted the countryside 
with fairytale castles and almost bankrupted their subjects bringing 
mistresses and art treasures to Munich.
